Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The rejection of claims 1-26 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph is hereby withdrawn 
due to the examiner's amendment below and the amendments filed 8 July 201 1 and 13 May 
2010. 

3. The rejection of claims 2, 10-15, and 23-24 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph is 
hereby withdrawn due to the amendments filed 8 July 201 1 and 13 May 2010. 

Examiner's Amendment

Claims 1-6, 8-10, 14-15, 21-24, 27, 29-30 are directed to obtaining a patient record 
containing information concerning an identified patient from a record custodian company using a 
record ordering computer server, where an order for a patient record is requested by inputting 
patient information into a graphical user interface window presented by the record ordering 
computer server through a web site served by the server and by identifying both the record 
processing center holding the patient record and the shipping location to which the patient record 
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is to be delivered. The server provides to the requestor a single cover letter having a machine 
readable bar code identifier and also having human readable information that identifies the order 
requested, the identified patient provides to the requestor a patient authorization letter 
authorizing release of the patient record, and the requestor submits to the record processing 
center a submission including the cover letter along with the patient authorization letter, thus 
completing the order. A computer of the record processing center reads the machine readable bar 
code identifier, and, in response to reading the machine readable bar code identifier and the 
patient authorization letter, automatically requests the record custodian in possession of the 
patient record to ship the patient record to the shipping location, and the requestor obtains the 
patient record concerning the identified patient from the shipping location. 

The closest prior art of record, Shelton, United States Patent Number 7, 028, 049, 
discloses obtaining a patient record containing information concerning an identified patient from 
a record custodian company using a record ordering computer server, where an order for a 
patient record is requested by inputting patient information into a graphical user interface 
window presented by the server through a web site served by the record ordering computer 
server and by identifying both the record processing center holding the patient record and a 
shipping location to which the patient record is to be delivered and discloses providing, by the 
patient to the requestor, a patient authorization letter authorizing release of the patient record, 
and the requestor submitting to the record processing center a submission including the cover 
letter along with the patient authorization letter, completing the order, and also discloses 
obtaining the patient record from the shipping location. However Shelton does not disclose or 
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fairly suggest the server providing to the requestor a single cover letter having a machine 
readable bar code identifier and also having human readable information that identifies the order 
requested, and the computer of the record processing center reading the machine readable bar 
code identifier, and in response to reading the machine readable bar code identifier and the 
patient authorization letter, the computer automatically requesting the record custodian in 
possession of the patient record to ship the patient record to the shipping location.
